Mr Brereton-sid the cirunastances were 
simply these. On the 6th of January, 1879, 
he filed a petition to make the firm of 
Olyphant & Co, bankrupt. The firm at 
that time was, and still is, for it was still 
in existence, composed of six members 
or partoers four of whom were in America, 
one in Hongkong and one in Shanghai. 
The petition was signed by Me Pim for 
himself and his partners, he soting under 
the general anthority of the partnership. 
That came before his Lordship on the 7 
when the cise was vory fully gone into end 
the Court beld that five of the -partnera 
being absent the Conrt could not make the 
firm's bankrupt. He attended again on 
the 8th of January aud gave his. Lordship 
some authorities which he hoped’ mizht 
induce the Court to.act iu the matter. The 
cane atood over after these authorities had 
bean submitted till three o'clock in tho 
afternoon, to allow His Lordsbip to consult 
them, and when he waited again on~ bis 
Lordabip he said the matter was one jo 
which ‘thore Was some doubt and some 
difficulty ; as Sir John Smale was thon on 
bis way out it might be well to await hie 
return before going further. He mentioned 
those facts to show the amount of contider- 
ation the oase.bad got... Sir Joba Smale 
atrived here between the 8th end the 
17th, and on the latter date he again 
attended before their Lordships, and 
aftor .@ long ‘argumont snd discussion 
it wan decided that'on sach a petition no 
adjudication could be mado, and it was 
suggested that a oreditor should file a 
petition. The decision then come to was 
to all intents and purposes 4 dismiasal of 
the petition. More than twelve months had 
now .elapsdj.. ,The petition was a dead 
letter, a mere nullity and could not be 
revived. No creditor In the meantime had 
filed ‘any potition and it could not he 
treatei as anactof bankruptcy on Ms Pim’s 
part after twelve months had elapsed. He 
@ioted section J5-of the Code to support 
this; nor could the Qourt adjudicate an 
absentice_fur an act of bankruptoy com- 
mitted out.of the Colony, As regards the 
signature for absent members ofthe firm, 
although Mr Pim would bave hai general. 
power to transact ordinary butiness for the 
fiem d&o., ‘had to sign documents for the, 
firm “connected therewith no long as he 
strlotly carried out the business of tho firm 
and the contract of partnership, he was not 
impowared to sign for them, 4 petition for 
making the partuership bankrupt. This 
petition was a doad letter; it was null and 
void, it was of no good for one purpose or 
another ; it could not be revived and that 
being so, if it was necessary he would ask 
that the petition be taken off the file, Ir 
had boon virtually diamissed by tho Court 
already, but if the Court did not. take 
that view then “he would ask that it 
“be formally dismissed now,’ With regard 
to the other petition it was on application 
by Mr Pim that he himsolf bs adjudicated 
a bankrupt, On the refusal of the Court 
to adjudicate the firm bankrupt he 
deniring to be discharged ‘from thé. tre- 
mendous. liabilities -hanging over bim as 
a partner, filed in. February. Ist, last 
year this s2oond petition, Tiere was nome 
d.fficulty about accounts, He was onable 
to file the accouots which tho Ovart held 
to.be necersary. He had not the requisite 
information. He did not know the'state ot 
the: accounts at: Shanghal; he did.-not 
know the state of the accounts at New 
York, and he could only atate those of 
Hongkong very imperfectly, “This petition 
too thon fell to the ground and was io pre-

Mr Hayilsr, rising to reply and the Judge 
remarking’ that before proceeding further 
notice must be served on Mr Pim, Mr 
Brereton stated that Mr Bradles Smith 
(#bo was Me Pim’s Attorsey) wasin Coort 
the’other day and to-day, that he instructs 
Mr Johnson, who insfracted Mr Hay?lar, 

(Mr Hayllar satd the statement Mr Brere- 
ton had ‘laid before the Contt waa quite 
correct.) There was acme diffioulty about 
making either the finn or Mr Pim bank- 

-rupt,. Mr Pim had the $15,000 belonging 
to the firm in bis hands, aod that money 
was paid into Court. Probably he, (Me 
-Hoyllar) was the causa causam of its being 
brought here.

had ‘signed a deed in New York: all of 
them, whoreby they Had, under the law of

Mr Breroton : To some of them. 

Mr Hayliar said that might be ao. It 
was & deod which he was satisfied would 
be set aside in an English Court or in any 
Court in the United Stites ontside the 
State of Now York.

deed. I¢ net forth periods for payment of 
the creditors which left the Oriental Bank 
Corporation and other oreditora

Mr Brereton; Under it we will never

Mr Hayllar did not. know if that was 
so, but they were very low down. i 
deed ws registerod in the Court of 
Common Pleas, and until it was apset it 
was a good deed. It was drawn in the 
precise terms given in the schedulo of the 
Ordinance. 2¢-might be a good deed 
although it did not strike English lawyers 
as being in accordance with thair ides of 
Baukruptey Laws Under this deed all the 
property in New York and Chins was to bo 
realised. The question that struck his 
mind was how far euch a deed would bo of 
effect on property in Chins, A case came 
before. the Consul General at Shanghai in 
which he held that the deed did not pro- 
teot the partnership property here, and he 
fapheld a judgment cf his own against the 
deed. But an absolutely contrary decision 
was given by the Consul at Foochow, and 
there was great donbt in his (the learned 
Counsel's) mind as ts how far thisdeod ought 
toprevail inOriaa’” Theqaeation was a very 
arguable one. He suggested that Mr Pim 
shonid go into bankruptcy in Fooshow. 
Hut Foochow was a very curious placa. It 
was doubtful how far the English Consul 
could protect property belonging mainly to 
Amoricans. Mr Pin only possossed the 
sixch part of the property in question. Mr 
Pim oduli not go into. the Ovurt of the 
Amvrican Conaul bacausy he was an English 
snbject, an Hnglish subj ot, a partner io 
an American firm, So that.a complication 
arose which Mr #rench, who was vochow 
at the time, ssid he never saw the like 
of in all-his oxperionce. Mr fim came 
down here with a view to boing 
made a bankrupt in a Colony which bad 
jaciadiotion cur-all tho property if it bad ix 
tn its own hands, and the money was puid 
into Court with the complete intention of 
his becoming aba krapt here, The money 
was paid into Court under his (Mx Hoayl- 
lar’s) advios under these peculiar ciccum- 
stances. It was brought here and paid in- 
to the Oonrt for the benefit of all the 
creditors ; it was thought that that was the 
most equitable way of dealing wi-h it, He 
did not know why Mr Pim was not made 
a bankrupt ; but he was not, and the moroy 
was here in Court now.

maturing, the entire crop’ would be de- 
atroyed. Tho bird importer at the eame 
time received an invoice of snakes, which 
ho dosigned to make war upon the buss 
and roaches, but the good people, not 
trusting to. the, possibility of a future 


to kill the ancient enomies of man; and 
thore ig not a snake on the Hawaiian 
Islands to bruise the heel of erring songs 
of Eve, ; . 

On the road from Ewa to Honolulu, 
the tourist passes through a small hamlet 
cutled Moano Loa, a pretty settlement 
with groves of cocoanut irces, and ren- 
dered still more attractive by a stream 
of clear water filled with gold fish. In 
this village are the large grounds owned 
by her Highness the Princevs Kiliikolani, 
sister of Kamehameha V. Horo it is that 
most of the louau and hula-hula, native 
feasts aud dancos, are givon to disting- 
uished strangers. Whenever a rich man, 
woch as one of cur bonanza kings, visita 
Honolulu, and the enterprising young 
residents want him to invest a million or 
so in sugar estates, they get up a Jouau 
and /ula-hula, hoping to captivate tho 
visitor, and lead him by pleasant ways 
to become enamored with Hawaiians, by 
the luxury of native feasta and the song 
and dance of Hawaiian maidens. At 
theso feasts the favorite diah is roast dog. 
The visitor is never informed of what be 
ig eating, until after one or two encores, 
and then, instead of an attack of rabies, 
ho usually amiles at the prejudice that 
deprives the civilized palate of so many 
dainty dishes, Tho dogs intended for 
the chiefa and their visitors’ are raised 
with great care, kept closely confined, 
and fed exclusively on milk, On the 
menu, consisting of raw fish, raw squid, 
poi, and aweet potatoes, with mixed dishes 
of various ingredients and impossible 
names, the visitor is expectod to partuke 
copiously ; and after the feast the Aula- 
‘Auda bugis. Tho girls dance with great 
precision to the rudo music of a wild 
chant and the beating of native drams. 
As music and dancing ave both wsthotic, 
tho pleasuce ono dorvives frow these pont- 
prandial entertainments dvpends upon 
tho culture and tusto of euch individual. 
Bat, to vay tho least, the musia and 
duncing aro both nével, und can bo 
endured for ance, if only to know that 
civilization has its advantages, although 
the aphorisin may he true that where 
there is much wisdom there is much 
grief.” 

Near Moana Loa is a salt lake of re- 
spectable dimensions, xeparuted from the 
acean by a chain of hills, several huadrod 
feot in height, which girdle the lake,
